I'ROM COL. WILDER’S MOUNTED IN F.\NTKY. 

PoDND Spbino, Ga., Sept. 17, 1863. 

Tbe operatioDSof Col. Wilder's mounted in- 
fantry bare since tbs opening of tbe campaign 
been conducted at a distance so remote from 
department beadquarters, at which point my 
duties as reporter require my presence, that I 
have been unable until now to give a full and 
accurate account of them. 

A command that by its untiring industry 
and dauntless perseverance has thus far earned 
such an enviable record in the history of the 
Army of tbe Cnmberland as the mounted in- 
fantry brigade under Col. Wilder, cannot have 
failed to elicit a flattering interest on the part 
of the people in its operations. 

The command left camp at Dechard, Tenn., 
on the 16th ult., simultaneously with the 
grand rnovemont forward of the entire army. 
The day was employed in climbing the moun- 
tains over a road diflii.nlt of passage oo ac- 
count of the numerous and formidable natural 
obstacles that oppose at short intervals from 
tbe base to tbe summit. Tbe ascent by the 
long supply train, heavily ladened for a pro- 
tracted march, w»s successfully completed b^ 
evening, and the brigade encamped at Uni- 
veibity. 

On the morning of the ITth the line of march 
was resumed by the delighted troops, and as a 
flood of goUen light, streaming from the set- 
ting Biiu, illimed the undulating outline of 
mountains itretcbing far to the rigb^ the col- 
umn restedfer the night at Tracy City. The 
^.>ance inrtio 18ch was less rapid and more 
mhotious than that of the twodays preceding. 
The heavy rains bad washed gullies in tbe 
roads frequently to a depth of two feet, ren- 
dering them absolutely impassable. These 
cuts the men were immediately employed iu 
Ailing, while the prisoners removed the trees 
prostrated by tbe storms in such a manner as 
to thoroughly block the passage. At many 
points huge rocks of surprising dimensions, 
loosened by tbe rains from their uucertaia 
bases on tbe roadside, bad slidden into tbe 
road and opposed an almost insurmountable 
barrier. At one place the road was so ob- 
structed that the wagons could not be brought 
forwsrd except by removing the ugly block- 
nder. Owing to the immense weight and size 
of the rock the work of removing it appeared 
to be altogether impracticable. Tbe applica- 
tion cfan intelligent force sufficed to accom- 
plish the desired result, and iu a short time 
the reverberating crash and crackle of tim- 
bers anncuDctd its mushing, destructive de- 
scent. Large tries failed to impede it. Its 
zDOmeutum was as irresistible as a whirl- 
wind, and the giants of the forest offered but 
feeble resistance. 

Tbe work o' ofcnlng the road, thoffgh ar- 
duous, Suffered no delay. Performed under 
the watchful eye of the zealous commauder, 
dts completion was shortly announced, and at 
'evening the Colonel pitched his tent on the 
eastern elope of tbe Cumberland mountains, 
overlooking the fertile fields of "Sequatchie 
Valley.” The gray of early dawn on the 
Doming of tbe 19ih saw the long line of borse- 
'men, followed by their supply train that the 
wakeful industry of Quartermaster Preston 
■would not permit to lag, commence tbe de- 
iscent. Moving northward through the val- 
ley, and striking at Purdon’s an excellent 
road, nothing of importance transpired until 
the brigade neared Thurman’s, surprising at 
this point a party of marauding desperadoes — 
in ^ring the lives of whom justice, whom 
<bey iguoteJ, WR3 cheatp^ of her dues. Al- 
most the entire band was captured, onr prison- 
ers numbering seventeen, one lifelesr body be- 
ing buried on the spot. The appearance of 
our men at the moment seems to have been 
twttvcn-dirccted. The rebels had in custody 
tfive of Capt. nampton’s company of Federal 
Bcoute, whom they were making preparations 
to hang when our advance offered timely in- 
terference, and rescued the poor fellows from 
their perilous situation. The march, happily 
delayed, was cootiuued from this point to 
Poe's tavern, where the command rested for 
the night. 

Tbe 20th dawned on the column again in 
motion, which, crossing Walden's Kidge and 
descending into tbe Tennessee valley sur- 
prised another party of rebel scouts, captur- 
ing seven of the number, and leaving to the 
care of their sympathizers on the mountain 
several of their wounded comrades. 

On the morning of the 21 jt. Col. Wilder 
detached Co', f'unkhouser, of the 98ih Illinois, 
■with two regiments and two rifled guns, to 
make a diversion at Harrison’s Landing, 
while he, with three regiments and four guns 
— both sections from Captain Lilley's 18 :h 
Indiana balterv — moved forward to a point 
•on the north side of the river, immediately 
oppsite Chattanooga. 

Arriving near tb» point aimed at, which he 
reached after a march of fourteen miles, at 10 
o’clock A. M., Col. Wilder ordered forward 
at double-quick tbe 123d Illinois and 17th In- 
iana, who, advancing rapidly to the river 
auk, captuied the mules belonging to a rebel 
ballery that were sent over to graze. The 
ferry boat lying on this side barely escapel 
capture. The alarm was immediately given, 
and the rebels lunuiug up several small guns, 
opened with artillery from a well planned fort 
on our skirmishers. 

It has been charged by the rebel press as a 
discreditable and unsoldiery act on the part of 
<;oIoDel Wilder that he shelled the city, filled 
■with non-combatants, women and cbildreu, 
■without giving such notice as would have in- 
sured their removal to a place of safety. 

The censure is unmerited. The Colonel un- 
derstands and appreciates the courtesies due 
tbe other sex on occasions such as this, and 
had determined not to endanger the lives of 
■women and children without allowing the 
usual time for removal to a place of safety. 
While not a single gun was opened on the 
city by our forces, it was certainly a very 
gross offence against propriety for the enemy 
to bring into requisition a weapon that we de- 
clined to use, until tbe proper length of time 
should elapse for tbe disposition of the non- 
combatants. The verjcact of firing the first 
abcll Justified tbe Federal batteries in reply- 
ing, supposing that the enemy would not pro- 
voke au artillery figbt unless he was ready to 
receive our fire. Not a single shot was di- 
rected against any building, save the depot, 
in which the rebels had stored their provisions. 
Every shot almost was aimed at this point and 
the battery that opened on our advance. What- 
ever barm was done to persons or property re- 
sulted from a failure of the shell, through de- 
fects in its manufacture, to reach its destina- 
tion. Two steamboats lying under cover of 
the rebel batteries were sunk and disabled. 

The rebels, induced by the formidable show 
-of strength made on the ridge opposite the 
city and at Harrison’s Landing, commenced 
the removal of the machinery, prisoners, 
•works of the rolling mill, the bells of the 
churches, and the sick. 

All the old wagons and superfluous baggage 
■was piled up and fired. 

It was the object of Col. Wilder to encour- 
age the delusion he had forced on the enemy’s 
mind, and by the industrious employment of 
his brigade to confirm the issertion of this 
leading Jonrnal, tbe Chattanooga Rebel, that 
the attacking force of the enemy numbered 
fifteen thousand. The effect of this demon- 
atration was to induce the enemy to believe 
that the main body of our forces were oppo- 
site the city, inteudiug when preparations 
■were completed, to attempt a crossing of the 
river. To prevent this the rebels worked 
night and day in building new works and 
strengthening old ones. 

From a captured mail I have selected quite 
a number of letters, in which the writers 
complain of tbe labor of fortifying, when the 
'gdications pointed to an abandonment of the 
»me works without a battle. The deception 
■was complete. By rapidly shifting positions, 
the rebels were led to believe that we had op- 
posite the city two batteries of four g'jus each, 
as their reports show, when in fact there were 
but four guns in all. 

From the 21st ult. to the 9th inst. the wer’i 
of sbelliDg the city, picketing a distance of 
thirty-eight miles, prosecuting dangerous but 
always sn^ss ul forays into the enemy’s 
lines, building rafts at the confluence of the 
CbickamangH, preventing the enemy by a 
•vigilant fire of our sharpshooters from work- 
ing on their fortlfieations d-aring the day, and 
of shelling their camps alon^lhe river, was 
jircsecuted with a sleepless industry that, 



cheerfully maintained, deserves to be com- 
mended. 

The history of the advance on Chattanooga 
by Gen. Crittenden’s corps, embracing an 
allusion merely to tbe services of the mounted 
infantry, I have forwarded to yon. 

I have noticed in the Nashville L nion an ar- 
ticle in which the author has erroneously r^ 
pn senUd tbe services of Gen. Wagner and his 
brigade. It is said by tbe agent of the Asso- 
ciated Press that Gen. Wagner’s admirable 
strategy in deceiving the enemy was highly 
commended by the General commanding. To 
what extent this creditable mention was de- 
served we shall see. Gen. Wagner with his 
brigade was sent by Gen. Wood to the heights, 
opposite Chattanooga, to act as support for 
Col. Wilder, whose troops were first to reach, 
and first to assail thecity. Although he rauks 
Col. Wilder, he did not interfere with thecou- 
duct of his troops, nor iu tbe least direct their 
movements. He sat quietly on the mouala'.a 
overlooking the operations of the overtaxed 
troops below, and on one occasion, when the 
laborious duties of the mounted infantry 
would admit of hut one relief night and Jay, 
actually asked fora detail from this command 
to perform outpost duty for bis troops on the 
mountain. He displayed no strategy, for he 
lacked the opportunity. His troops were not 
first in Chattanooga either, for the 92d Illinois, 
commanded by Col. Atkins, of' the mounted 
infantry, were in the place patrolling the 
streets, and had their colors flying from the 
Crutchfield House long before any of General 
■Wagner’s troops had entered. Col. Atkins 
bad but one flag, and hence on the fortifica- 
tioas floated no colors until those of the 97th 
Ohio, by orderof Gen. Wagner, who positive- 
ly forbade W ilder’s troops crossing before his, 
were planted by an orderly sent over to do the 
work before a single regiment of infantry had 
crossed. 

How it was that this obviously unfair dispo- 
sition of credit resulted I am at a loss to 
know. I have ever endeavored^to confer hon- 
orable mention on those to whom honor is 
due. While I will cheerfully do my full share 
in commending General Wagner and his 
troops to public esteem, when they earn the 
meed of praise, I cannot consent to pass this 
detraction from the praise due the noble fel- 
lows who did the work at Chattanooga, with- 
outan attempt to counteract it. If superiority 
in rank Justifies the plucking of honors from 
the deserving to deck the brow of him whom 
wiarsthe mantle of rank, I shall never be 
found paying obeisance thereto. Colonel 
Wilder crossed his troops on the 9th at Friar’s 
Island. Concentrating his whole force he 
moved after the retreating rebels in ths direc- 
tion of Tyner's Station. Capturing at this 
place a large and important mail, and a large 
quantity of salt, which was distributed by or- 
der of tbe Colonel among reputed Union cit- 
izens, be pushed tbe column forward to Par- 
ker’s Gap, a distance of five miles from Ring- 
gold. Colonel Wilder's advauce that entered 
town in tbe evening, retired before the ad- 
vancing forces under Scott. Oa the 10th, 
Ringgold was again taken, our forces driving 
Scott finely after a short but stubborn resist- 
ance. The 92d Illinois had forced the enemy 
back when, to tbe delight of our men, a bat- 
Ury opening on our right, announced the 
proximity of General Vancleve. In this lit- 
tle action tbe enemy left thirteen killed on the 
field. 

From this point a running fight, kept up a 
distance of ten miles, was attended by a loss 
to our forces ol one man killed and seven 
wounded. 

I’ursuing the enemy to a point one mite 
bryond Tunnel Hill and within six miles of 
Dalton, capturing a large mail and the Lieu- 
Unant commanding Gen. Forrest’s escort, 
Col. Wilder learned that an effort was making 
by this shrewd cavalier to surround and cut 
him off. In returning hurriedly to Ringgold 
two of our scouts were taken captive by the 
rebels. Tbe day following tbe command was 
ordered to feel the enemy in the direction of* 
Lafayette, at which place he was expected to 
make a s'and. Leaving Ringgold and march- 
ing by flank, in order to push back the oppos- 
ing forces more rapidly, as the enemy contested 
every foot of ground passed over, eight miles 
cut our forces came upon Pegram's line of 
battle. 

• ue forces in point of numbers were weli 
pitted, and the contest was not declined. Our 
line did not halt, but moving steadily for- 
ward drove the enemy finely, until broken 
and scattered, pursuit of him appeared un- 
profitable. Anxious to capture the fugitive 
rebels, while tbe 72d and 17th Indiana pur- 
sued on tbe main road tbe 92d Illinois, by a 
detour to the left, attempted to gain their 
flank. Leaving tbe road but a short distance 
the regiment came upon Armstrong’s brigade 
of cavalry posted on a woeded eminence and 
awaiting orders to close in on our rear. The fir- 
ing hastened the return of our pursuing forees, 
who came np in time to learn that Scott, fal- 
lowing the column from Ringgold, was 
coming up to take part in the engagement. 
Pegratn, rallying his men, retarned in good 
oLuer,

m an eligible position, the Colonel determin- 
ed to make his capCure a costly one to the en- 
emy. A reconnoitering force discovered on 
the west side of the rebel square an infantry 
line of battle.__^_ Tbe command Was 
surrounded. The 98th and 123d Illinois were 
detached nnd oidered to push back the right 
of tbe rebel infantry at all hazards, and thus 
ojen the only road left for retreat. The work 
was executed as directed, while Col. Wilder 
with the balance of the comaaad held the 
enemy at bay. 

Taking advantage of the opening of the 
blockaded road, the Colonel, under cover of 
the dark, slowly withdrew his men toward 
Gordan's Mill, there Joining Gen. Crittenden, 
but leaving bis dead in the hands of the 
enemy. The dilemma was a precarious one, 
end the escape reflected credit on tbe skill of 
the commander, as well os on the valor of the 
troops. 

Alter this arduous, tiresome march and con- 
test the command reports for duty to the com- 
manding General, and though fatigued, the 
men aie eager to play a part in the coming 
bloody struggle.

The Tax os Cooper^' Wakes. — In regard 
to “ehooke,” additional to decision No. 6o, 
under the 76th section of the KxcUe law, 
stavee, hoops, and headings are enumerated 
among the rates not regarded as manufactures 
iriihin the meaning of this act, and, therefjre, 
they are exempt from doty. It is held that 
this exemption not only applies to stave?, 
hoops, and headings in the rough, but also 
when they are fhaued and planed, or other* 
whe finished, without being adjusted and ar- 
ranged into sets for casks, Ac. 

When, however, staves are arranged into 
sets either with or without headings or hoops, 
they must be regarded as having been advanc- 
ed to a higher state of manufacture, and be- 
ing no longer known to trade as staves bought 
and sold by the thousand, but as ebooks bought 
and sold by the set, they become liable as a 
taxable manufacture to a dut^ of three (3) per 
cent, ad valorem. The distinction between 
staves and sbooks was well known and uui- 
veTSatly recognized at the time of tbe passage 
of the law, so that special provision exempting 
staves could not have been intended to in- 
clude sbooks. 






OUB KEW ORLEANS CORRESPONDENCE. 

Nbw Oeleans, Sept. 11, 4 P. M. 

No time for much writinfr, as tbe boat is 
about to leave. [We have already published 
tbe particulars of Franklin's failure at Sabine 
Pass.] 

Tbe French occupy Matamoraa with 7,000 
men. Recall of tbe 'Texan expeditiou said to 
be from a desire to prevent possible conflict 
with the French. I think the reason will be 
found in the necessity for troops again on the 
Mississippi. Rebels made a raid at Port Hud- 
son, and are said to be fortifying t^raud Gulf 
and Fort Adams. 

The Meteor, Jgstdown, reports a fight raging 
16 miles back of Morganza, between Bayou 
Sara and tbe mouth of Red River, between 
Gen. Herron’s division and a large force of 
rebels. No particulars. The steamer Atlantic 
has gone up with 25,000 rations to Gen. Her- 
ron. 

There is great excitement here about the 
repotted French alliance with the South. The 
Picayune came out with the statement, made 
upon the authority of a loiter put aboard a 
foreign steamer at tbe last moment of sailing, 
from some one "high" in the government de- 
partments of Napoleon. It is generally be- 
lieved here. IThe government organ says the 
hour of conflict is at band when despotism 
and liberty most again grapple for the mastery. 

This and tbe news the rebels profess to hare 
from Charleslon has sent gold up to 35c , sell- 
in™ rate. 

The rebels say the United States forces at 
Charleston have bren repulsed, with a loss o" 
four Monitors. I read a Mobile paper of the 
3d, which said the fleet had been repulsed late 
on the night of the '2d. I do not deem this 
news reliable. 

Mobile will doubtless be the next point of 
attack if affairs on tbe Mississippi do not loom 
np too fiightfullj. I fear there will be great 
trouble there sC'On. 

There are great and mysterious movement 
going on with the army and navy. There is 
nothing certain Just now — in fact, it looks 
like great confusion. 

Satdrday Evfninq, Sept. 12, 1863. 
The steamer for yesterday was withdrawn, 
and I avail myself of the iirst opportnnity. 

The gold market took another bound to day, 
and DOW rules at 37. 

The whole of the Texan expedition his got 
back — except the few captured. No trans- 
ports were sunk, but the gunboats Clifton and 
Sechem were, from a lieavy fire from masked 
batteries while aground. The Arizona and 
Granite City got away with little damage. 
The transports Laurel Hill and Suffolk are 
here, badly .riddled. 

The r.oid into Baton Rouge was a serious af- 
fair-some killed, others captured, and near 
$3,000,000, it is said, in property, captured or 
destroyed. 

Nothing more atout the fight on the Mis- 
sissippi. 

The Champion is Just ddwn. She met with 
no obstructions.

“OLD SOLDIEll'S’’ ITINERARY. 

Cami> NEAR Ringoold, Ga., 1 
September 11th, 1863. f 
We arc pushing down into Dixie quite rap- 
idly. Chattanooga did not detain us very 
long, and we actually passed the famous town 
without anything more than a glimpse of it. 

Sf/>t. 8. — Reveille at 2 A. M. One short 
hour afterwards we were on the road to snp- 
ort 'VVcod, who expected to be attacked, 
'arched five miles and bivouacked in Look- 
out Valley, near Hawkins Station. 

2 I’. M . — Our regiment was ordered to recon- 
noitre that portion of tbe base of Lookont 
Mountain near our camp, with a view to as- 
certain the possibility of an ascent. We cross- 
ed Lookout Mountain creek, and passed under 
what we supposed to be the enemy’s fortilici- 
tions; and if we (or rather 1) did feel a little 
scary because of our being beyond supporting 
distance, it may be attributed to the Ima liia^ 
fearfuUumors Iiad bee- - ^ circnl'.lISh con- 
ccrniP" terrible siege guns the rebs hid 
placed upen the mountain. We completed 
our tour of inspection, however, and arrived 
in ramp Just as tbe daylight was staggering 
out of existence; and we did not see a rebel 
or fire a shot. 

Sept. 9. — Hip, hip, hurrah I Three cheers 
and a tiger. Chattanooga is ours — the 
rebels are running, game his broken 
covir, and tbe dogs of war are barking 
at bis heels. Go it you rebels, go it you 
Yankees. Yes, go in — clear into Dixie. But 
stay; where’s McCook? Will he intercept 
them? Where's .McPherson? Will he be in 
at tbe death? We can’t help askiug these 
questions, and yet we feel that all is well. 

8 A. if. — We departed from the sacred soil 
of the Tennessee cornfield, on which we had 
reposed our wearied bodies the night before, 
and, as the soldiers say, “we everlastingly lit 
out,” and “Jist more than went for them ” 
Up tbe Lookont Mountain, and down the 
Lookout Mountain we marched. From the 
mountain we got a glimpse of the fallen city. 
It was but a passing glance; we could not 
stop to see where tbe shells struck, or to view 
the interior arrangements of that old hulk,

by tbe chivalrout Hou'-uv.. 
till 5 o'clock P. M., when the ‘fOOitf ffetfi fo“ifl- 
ed in line of battle near Roseville, and laid 
upon their arms for the night. 

Sept! 10. — ‘ Up in the morning early, oh.” 
sang a poet of old, and so sang our bugles this 
morning, yet we did not leave camp before 
seven o’clock, our brigade being in alvance. 
A brigade of rebel cavalry made theirappear- 
ance on our front near Graysville, wnen a 
great many rounds of ammunition were ex- 
pended, a great deal of bard ridiug done, and 
nobody hurl. The First Kentucky, however, 
lest a number of men. The rebel cavalry 
made a sudden dash upon them, breaking 
ibiough their lines and capturing some forty 
or filly before support could be given. I re- 
gret this exceedingly. The First Kentucky 
IS a noble regiment, and has done some gal- 
lant fighting in this war, and it is a pity that 
disaster shtuld fall upon them at .all. After 
skirmishing and "fooling round' for several 
hours, we bivouacked near the waters of the 
classic Pea-vine. I think Pinevillc must be 
somewhere in this county. MaJ. Jones did 
not exaggerate in his experiences of Pinevillc, 
aijleast. My private ojiaiou is that Georgia 
is a very poor State, not worth fighting tor. 
It has some splendid roads, however, and 
thctc may be some good looking ladies iu the 
country, but we "can’t see them ” 

Sept. 11. — We left camp at 7 A. M., Van 
Cleve taking the direct road to Ringgold, 
while we proceeded on the road to Graysvi le. 
This little town is on the banks of the Chica- 
manga; it has a fine mill and a large facto y 
for the manufacture of small arms. Tne town 
was apparently deserted. The works were 
destroyed. Some twenty or thirty wagons 
fell into OUT hands at this place. 

9 A. il . — “The ubiquitous Wilder,” as his 
friends teim him, is busy iu front; the rebel 
cavalry, with an obstinacy worthy of a better 
cause, persist in trying to delay our march, 
but we have been around too much to stop 
long. The music in front is really cheering; 
if Bragg will only stop and let us capture him 
without making such a fuss about it, how 
happy would we be. Why will he continue 
to be so contrary ! "I reckon he’d like to see 
Kentucky once morel” 

12 .ilf. — Wears now near Ringgold. This 
is a beautiful little towu, and though it is no«r 
deserted, yet it showed that it was a consi'ler- 
able resort at some time iu the world’s history. 
It will be remembered that the rebels boisted 
that every hillside in this State should glisten 
with bayonets, and every tree should hide an 
enemy, before Yankee footsteps should pollute 
Georgia soil; hut, in spite of all these threats, 
here we are, and if Bragg don’t stop running, 
heaven only knows where we may go; maybe 
he will strike for the Gulf— if so, it is to be 
hoped that we will be there to see him go in. 

J ust as we had stacked arms and succeeded 
in finding the soft side of a large rock beneath 
the shade of a tremendous big chestnut, we 
saw two fine-looking young gents, ia butter- 
nut. making their way up to the Colonel’s 
quarters. Not knowing what was in the 
wind, 1 too struck a bee-line for Sedgwick’s. 
Tbe two gents had come into camp with their 
horses, arms, and accoutremenU complete. 
They belonged to Gen. Forrest’s escort. Our 
little Colouel gave them tbeir dinner, a 'V a 
piece, and a recommend to go home to Ten- 
nessee and be good toys. It is to be hoped 
thy will follow his advice. 

From them we learn that Forrest has a di- 
vision of cavalry in our front, consisting of 
PegTam’s, Wheeler’s, and Scott’s brigades, that 
Polk's corps is at Dalton, and that tbe re- 
mainder of tbe army is at or near Rome, 
where all the stores have been sent. We 
march again to-morrow, if our supplies do not 
fail, and it is probable Bragg will be brought 
to battle before long. OLD SOLOIKR. 

The Medford (Mass ) wrecking company is 
opeia ing eiteucively near Newport, R I., and 
is now raising a cargo of two hundred tons of 
block granite, wbirh went down in a ship ten 
years ago in four fathoms of water. Search 
will soon be made for a transport which sunk 
in the inner harbor of Newport some time 
during the Revolutionary war, with a view to 
raising her guns. The work was carried on 
under water by four divers with the usual 
submarine armor, who relieve each other once 
in two or three hours. The armor is of course 
air snd water tight, and ia constantly supplied 
with air by means of an apparatus above 
water. Its total weight is one hundred and 
fortT--two p^-unds, yet, at the depth to which 
the divers descend, it is borne with as much 
ease as that of ordinary clothing above water. 
One of them actually travelled four miles un- 
der water the other day, the inflating appa- 
ratus keeping him company in a rowboat, in 
operations off Point Judith.— 2Veic/<or( 2Vtir?.

The advance of Gen. Meade, for the past two 
day s, baa been nearly on the same line as that 
of Gen. Pope last year. 

Gen. Buford, with his owu division of cav- 
alry and that of Gen. Kilpatrick, occupied 
Madison Ccurt-House last evening. 

Gcd. Kilpatrick in person led the advance, 
charged and drove the enemy through the 
streets, capturing nine pickets, and killing one. 
Tbe villagB was deserted by nearly all of i's 
male inhabitants; bnt a few gray-haired old 
men could be found. The rich old rebel Gen, 
Banks, whoee fine, fat cattle fed the command 
of Col. Chestnut last summer, was still at 
home, but not able U> supply our commissary 
derarlment as before. 

Three rebel soldiers found in Jail were re- 
leased and at their own request sent to the 
rear as prisoners of war. 

The force which General Kilpatrick had 
compelled to fall back precipitately to the 
soutti side of the Rapid Ann was found to be 
the old brigade of General Toombs, now un- 
der command of Colonel M. V. Lee. 

Prisoners taken confirm the reports of the 
southern march of Longstreet’s corps, but say 
be will return in time for tbe approaching 
battle with Uen. Meade. 

Thoroughfare Mountain, which dry before 
yesterday was occupied as a rebel signal 
station, is this morning in possession of onr 
signal cerps. Clark Mountain, seven miles to 
the lc|'t of Culpei'per, ia still used as a lookout, 

Nearly all tbe mule iah.abilauU iii duIp'Sp- 
|ier have been arrested and are now in charge 
cf the Provost .Marshal. Guards have been 
placed around the residences of leading se- 
cessionists and DO one allowed to enter them. 
Several promirent citizens who professed 
Union sentiments now were discovered com- 
municating with tbe enemy, and in order to 
I revent this entirely innocentos well as guilty 
must suffer. 

A heavy cavalry reconnoissance is now in 
I rogrtts, and by to-morrow evening will h ire 
repotted tbe position of the enemy. It is 
thought tbe enemy has a considerable force in 
the vicinity of Gordonsville, but there is only 
one brigade of cavalry on this side of the Rapid 
Ann. 

The Herald’s Washington despatch says a 
party of guerillas crossed t'.'.e Potomac on 
Tuebday on a horse stealing raid but were 
overtaken near Rockville by a portion of 
“Scott’s 90C” and driven back to Virginia, 
with a less of several killsd and wounded. 

Wednesday a team and guard of an oflScer 
cf Heiiitzelman’s staff was attacked by guer- 
rillas nine miles from Alexandria. After fir- 
ing a few shots they left in a hurry, escaping 
through a dense woods. 

The Times’ Washington despatch says that 
* ail older to Buinside to reinforce Rosecrans 
left here on the 14th, and could not possibly 
i;;ve leccted him before the 17th. He was 
then at Jonesboro, where he expected to en- 
counter Longstreof’s reinforcements, going to 
Bragg.

Messrs. McDonald, Scandlin, and Leoftard 
Priik, of the Sanitary Commi.asion, have ar- 
rived at Norfolk from Richmond. Mr. Brin- 
gle, another member of the Gommission, is 
still detained as a prisoner. 

Brig. Gen. Ripley, late Chief of the Ord- 
nance Bureau, has been placed ou the retired 
list. 

Brig. Gen. Filz Henry Warren has been or- 
dered to report to Gen. Banks. 

The reconnois-'ance of tbeJlst.Vew York 
cavalry up the iobenandoah Valley last Satur- 
day has returned with 13 prisoners and 14 
horses. 

The Tribune’s Norfolk letter says Lee has 
teen to Charleston within a few days, anl the 
probabilities are he will superintend the final 
struggle for Chattanooga. 

Ewell’s corps is alone in front of Meade, 
and Richmond depends upon him and such 
new force as can be hastily raised (or its pro- 
tection. Rebel sympathizers admit that the 
capital is in imminent danger should Meade 
move against iL- 

Lcngslreet’s and Hill's corps were in the 
late fight, and farther reinforcements have 
hern sent to Bragg. 

New York, Sept. 21. 

Tbe Tribune’s Washington correspondence 
fays letters from Europe contradict tho rumor 
that tbe Provisional Government of Mexico 
sent a special agent to Richmond to establish 
friendly lelations. The pretended departure 
of Vice-President Stephens to bargaio Texas 
and Louisiana for armed intervention of 
France is also a canard. 

Gen.Forey will resume operations against 
tbe remaining forces of Juarez at tbe end of 
tbe rainy season, and expects to dispose of 
them tasily. 

Considerable numbers of French oflficers 
have been appoinled instructors of Mexican 
solditrs. Thirty thousand uniformsand stands 
cf arms have been forwarded from France to 
equip the Mexican army. The acceptance of 
the crown by Maximilian is a settled fact. 

Not the least credit is to lie given to the ru- 
mors of recognition of the South by France. 
Tbe French government positively disclaims 
any such intentions, and the subject has never 
bcin introduced into cabinet council. 

A Nashville letter in the World contains a 
rumor that Rosecrans is to be reinforced by 
Sigel, who is to be placed in command of a 
corps. 

The Times’ Paris letter says the Florida 
r.an’t finish her repairs for two months. Two 
ii vies have been made on her fur claims due 
French citizens, and another will be forseizure 
of certain bars of silver belonging to Euro- 
pean houses. So it is hardly probable sha will 
ever go to sea again as a destroyer of peaceful 
commerce. 

The Times says that Meade's cavalry and 
pert of his infantry are south of tlte Rapid 
Ann, and our cavalry have penetrated to Or- 
ange Court-House without meeting any signs 
of a force. The rebels have, retired upon 
Gordonsville. There must be either a battle 
there scon or retreat of one of the confront- 
iug aimies.

A despatch from Rosecrans dated at his 
headquarters laet night says: “I can’t be dis- 
lodged from my present position.” Another 
defpatch from one of Rasecrans’s staff, writ- 
ten at 11:40 last night, says: "Fighting to- 
day, 23d.’’

JIB. SEWAUD’S EKCENT OIRCULAR. 
lYroui tbe London Timo«, Sept. 4th.] 

Mr. Seward’s diplomatic circular, which we 
published yesterday, consists of a proposition, 
an argument, and an application. His prop- 
osition is that the statesmen of England and 
France, having conceived at the beginning of 
tbe American war n belief that the restoration 
of tbe Union was an impossibility, persist ia 
that belief to the present hour. His argu- 
ment reeolvea itself into a long narrative of 
the campaigns of the last twelve months, and 
this historical compendium is then applied to 
the purpose of correcting tbe prevailing bs. 
lief, and impressieg the two wes*.era powers 
with convictions more favorable to the Fed- 
eral cause. Id its ol.Ject this State paper is 
certainly intelligible. Mr. Seward is perfect- 
ly accurate in bis presumption that the states- 
m<n of France and England — he might have 
included, indeed, those of the rest of Europe — 
do consider to this very day that the old 
American Union can never be reconstructed. 
It is natural, too, that he should be desirous 
of removing this conviction, but the argu- 
ment which be employs for this purpose is 
both ineffective and needless — needless be- 
cause we a 1 knew beforehand every particle 
of h'is story, and ineffective because, even if 
we accept it exactly as it is presented to us, it 
leaves our conclusions just what they were. 

The truth is, the course of the American 
war has taktn us by surprise. When we first 
arrived at tbe conclusion that the South cjulJ 
never be Merced into reunion at tha point of 
tbe sword, we still aniicipated prompt milita- 
ry success on the part of the North. The only 
reserve affecting our Judgment was a doubt 
about the earnestness and unanimity of tbe 
South in claiming independence. That con- 
dilicD being satisfied, we considered that 
though 20,000,000 of men were certainly 
stronger than 9,000,000, they were not so much 
strong! r os to have any chance of subjugating 
these 9,000,000, dispersed as they were over 
an almost illimitable territory. We hardly 
doubted the immediate superiority of the 
Noith in tbe fic-'d. Tbe geoeral expectation 
of Englishmen wai that tbe South would soon 
be overrun, that its seaports would be all 
raptured and occupied, aud that strong 
Federal garrisons would hold its chief 
towns. In shoct, we anticipated that tbe first 
six months, or, at any rate the first year of 
the war, would see the prostration of the Con- 
federates thus far completed; but it was then 
that we thought tbe hopelessnes of the work 
would begin I o be felt. If at th.i^t ilms we 
cculd have foreseen that the sucoeases of the 
North, pfter more than two years of desper-Ue 
fightin" wou'd araQijEt only to tb? achieve- 
nKnts new rtcounteu 'w'lili so muc’n compla- 
(ency by Mr. Seward, we should have thought 
the task of the Washington government more 
impracticable than ever. We venture to add 
that Mr. Seward himself would have been ve- 
ry much ol the same opinion. We think it 
may be said with some truth that if the Fed- 
eral government had, at the beginning of the 
year 1861, foreseen that in the middle of the 
year 1863 the seceding Slates would still be 
tree, Richmond and Charleston still safe, and 
Washitgton in Eome lit'h danger, the war 
would never have been undertaken at all. 
That Mr. Seward, at this period of the strife, 
should be redu'ced to sing a psean over the de- 
liverance of the North from the invasion of a 
Southern army is about the strongest possible 
proof of the hopelessness of his cause. The 
Fcderals thought tp ?weep the Southern States 
w;',’u tneir irtisisliblc forces, first they 
octUMdly imny'ned that ibree mouths and 70,- 
- 000 men would suflioe for the work. ■■iagfe 
battle taught them the extent of this miscat- 
culation, and I’uough they still limited tbe 
lime to "ninety days,’’ they eyanded the 
aimameut to 700,000 soldiers. 'The 700,000 
did no more than the 70,000— in fact, they 
wiie defeated in the East and evenly matched 
in the West. All that can be s.eil at this mo- 
ment of Nortliern exultation is that the Fed- 
eral have taken two places on the Mississippi 
alter sieges three times as tedious aud as cost- 
ly as they were expected to be, aud that they 
have not had their own capital occupied by the 
enemy, ns seemed highly probable two months 
ago. Mr. Seward, while coloring bis history 
as favorably as he can, is compelled to talk of 
erawn battles as tvents creditable to tbe Fed 
eral arms; and the very paper which is de- 
tigntd to show the iinqueslionable ascendency 
llie North speaks of the “ne'jessity of cov- 
eiiLg capital,” and the absolute 

(quality ot the *“^Uigereut forces in its imm? 
diate vicinity. 

Thire might be some purpose in Mr. Sew- 
ard’s present exposition it either we in this 
country, or tbe Americana in the Federal 
Slates, had. begun by regarding the belliger- 
ents as equally matched, ani the war as likely 
lo bo protract! d oa even terms for along series 
of years. .This, however, was not the case, 
aud we are therefore not much impressed with 
the moderate balance of success which Mr. 
Seward claims for bis owu sake. In point of 
fact, Laking one field with another, the South 
has a greater share of victory than tho North, 
end its only conspicnous failure, indeed, wis 
en attempt to bring the war to a close by the 
capture of the Northern capital. Even now 
Gen. Lee is by all accounts more likely to re- 
sume the offensive than Gen. Meade; and, 
though we do not hear that the Federals are 
preparing immediately to invade the territo- 
ries ofthe Confederates, we do hear that the 
Confedcratts may be expected at any moment 
in the country of Vie Federals. 

This is not much of a case for a power pre- 
tending so distinctly to superiority as to com- 
plain tt.At tbe character of a belligerent is ac- 
corded to its rival, on that point indeed, let 
any one read Mr Sewanl’s own descriptions, 
in this very document, of the strength, the 
numbers, and tbe bearing or the Confederate 
armies, and then say if the South be not enti- 
tled to the designation of a belligerent. Wuy, 
in recording the battle of Antietam, the Fed- 
eral Secretary is actually compelled to expa- 
tiate on tbe identical qualities of the contend- 
ing forces, and to add that the Northern sol- 
diers were then proved, (dr the first time, to be 
not inferior in heroism and valor. Practically, 
then, tbe very gist and essence of .Mr. Sew- 
ard’s argument is fatal to the object. If .all is 
tiue’tbat he tells us, that all is infinitely short 
of what we were prepared to take for granted 
two years ago, without being any the more 
sarguine of Northern success. We thought 
the North would overrun the South in a brief 
campiiign, but would then find its difficulties 
begin. Mr. Seward tells us that alter two 
years of mortal struggle the North has not 
overrun a quarter of the South — having the 
real difficulty still in prospect as before. We 
only conclude from this that the Federals have 
not even the superiority for which we gave 
them credit, and that- the relative strength of 
the Confederates is by so much the greater. 

If Mr. Seward really wishes to make con- 
verts of French and English statesmen, he 
must adopt a very different line of argumenL 
He must show us either that the South is evin- 
cing a readiness to yield, or that ths North has 
a policy which will admit of the restoration 
of the Union without this submission. But 
be shows neither of these things. On thecon- 
traiy, he tells us that tbe Southern President 
bas Just proclaimed a levy en masse, while of 
bis own government he says nothing, except 
that it is preparing to prosecute the war as 
fore. But what is lo be the end? Europe 
thinks that the reconstruction of the nation 
by force of aims is an impossibility, and a ve- 
ry great number of Americans are of tbe 
sime opinion. Europe also sees distinct- 
ly Ibat the South gives not the slightest 
fii n of conceetion, whilseven the fortunes of 
war are not upon the whole very unevenly 
balanced. Not, therefore, without reason do 
we persist in our original opinions on the sub- 
ject; but, though Mr. Seward has thus lost his 
pains, we can console him with the assurance 
that, so far as we are concerned, they were 
needlessly expended. It his o'bjectwas raera- 
ly to deter us from interveution, it is sale in 
spite of the failure of this argument. In the 
‘ domestic controversies,” which have cost up- 
wards of 500,000 lives, and at least 500,000,000 
ot money in two years, we have not the least 
design of interfering. The “adjastment’’ of 
these little matters we are ready to leave to 
Americans themselves as “exclusively” as Mr. 
Ssward can desire; and if we add another ra- 
maik upon a point so certain, it is merely to 
suggest that people who thus busy themselves 
even superfluously in deprecating our inter- 
vention might be a little less forwsrd in threat- 
ening us with the extremities which would 
driv‘^ us to intervene.

TUB ARMY OF KENTCCKY. 

Camp Nelson, Ky., tippt. 21. 

Yesterday twenty-one hundred and sixty 
rebel prisoners, captured at Cumberland Gap 
by Burnside’s command, arrived here ec route 
for Camp Chase, Columbus, Ohio, under guard 
of the 86th and 129th <4hio regiments, and the 
9th Tennessee Cavalry. The rebel command 
taken at tbe Gap consisted of four regiments 
of infantry, viz: 64th V'irginia, Col. Stem 
commanding; C4th North Carolina, Lieut. 
Col. Garrett commanding; 6'id North Caro- 
lina. and 55th Georgia regiments — the two 
last I could not learn their commanders’ names. 
One batu ry of Tennessee artillery, commanded 
by Capt. Cain, was also taken. 

This is the best lot of rebel prisoners that it 
has been my fortune to see during the war. 
They were illy clad and bore no appearance 
of cleanliuess that was remarkable, but they 
were men of good size, firm constitutions, and 
appeared in general good health. Tbe men 
did not express themselves as willing to take 
the oath and come back to ‘their old allegi- 
ance, but on the contrary they seemed re- 
signed to tlieir fate as prisoners of war, and 
looked forward to the day of exchange with 
an eye of cheerfulness that was quite discerni- 
ble. 

General Frazer, who commanded the brig- 
ade at the Gap, lelt here yesterday morning in 
nn ambulance, with bis wifo and child. He 
is allowed to go about unguarded on parole 
of honor. The General is a young man, and 
is of prepossessing appearance. He is charged 
by bis coldieis as being incompetent and a 
coward. The prisoners left this morning for 
your city, wheie they will be shipped to Camp 
Chase. 

Two hundred “roughs” direct from New 
Y'ork arrived last evening, to go to work on 
the military railroad. Rumors say they were 
pariicipatorstu the late riots which devastated 
that city, ami that they are fugitives from jus- 
tice and tho drafV'; but if they are put on this 
militaiy railroad aud kept at hard labor no 
one will complain, and New York will feci 
herself relieved to see tbe rear of su:h a black- 
' leg crowd. 

! General Wilcox, lately in command at In- 
dianapolis, arrived here a few days ago en 
route to report to General Burnside in the 
field. He ia still encamped near Gen. Fry’s 
headquarters, where he remains, I understand, 
for several day s to come. 

The frost — “Jack Frost” I meau — made a 
raid on the tobacco on Saturday night last aud 
swept all things before him. I have not seen 
a field in this county but what is u'.terly ru- 
ined, bat I learn that in the counties east of 
this it was not so destructive. 

A report is in circulation that a rebM force 
is advancing into Kentucky via Pound Gap, 
but it is discredited at be^quarters, and is 
probably without foutidalion. The forces in 
that direction are kept at bay by Gen. Baru- 
side, and no fear is apprehended that the rebels 
will make any move toward a raid into Ken- 
tucky — at least into the eastern portion of the 
State. 

The 115th, 117th, and llSth regiments of 
Indiana volunteers (six months' troops), and 
the 23d Indiana battery, arrived last week, 
aud went into camp Just outside of tbe fortifi- 
cations. They are a fine body of soldiers, and 
will no doubt keep the honor ot that noble 
Slate good, for fighting men. 

Tbe mail and telegraph lines have been 
opened through to Knoxville, and commuui- 
caticn is uninterrupted. 

The American Eipre-s Company have open- 
i ed anoifioe at this point, also a posloffice put 
' in full blast, and t'uings begin to wear the 
mien of a town. Weather cool and frosty.

All tbooKhts are now intent upon the 
CTents that bare taken and are taking place 
Dear Chattanooga. The information from 
that quarter ia inde&nite, but we all know 
that (be most desperate and blood; fighting 
has taken place, and that, at the latest dates, 
the fortunes of the momentous and awful 
conflict were undecided. A despatch from 
Gen. Rosecrans at his headquarters on Wed- 
nesday night ssdd that he could not be dis- 
lodged fircm the position he occupied, and a 
despatch from a member of his staff written 
at about midnight of the same day said that 
fighting during that day had been going on. 

It is certain that the authorities of the rebel 
Confederacy, deliberately calculating their 
strength and their opportunities, hare hurled 
almost their whole might upon the Army of | 
the Cumberland, outnumbering it most fear- ■ 
fully. That our noble and glorious army has j 
sustained itself under such circumstances as it j 
has done, is and will remain a mareel in the j 
history of wars. 

It were idle for us to express any opinions 
as to what the final results of the conflict or 
series of conflicts between Rosecrans and the 
congregated forces of the rebel Confederacy 
are to be. We ef course know not what re- 
inforcements the two armies are respectively 
to receive, and we are not informed with much 
precision as to what their comparative forces 
were at the latest accounts, but we have the 
dec pest, the strongest, the most heartfelt con- 
fidence, that our glorious troops, who have 
already performed such vast prodigies of val- 
or, will, to the latest bonr, do all that can be 
done by human prowess. 



Humanity as well as policy requires 
that our government should employ .no 
means bf carrying on the war which will tend 
to intensify sectional asperities, or render it 
impossible to restore the Dnion as it was and 
the constitution as it is. The people of the 
seceding States are anxious to return to their 
allegiance, but the coercion of the Confederate 
military despotism restrains them. When our 
tioops occupied Jackson the sentiment was 
found to be almost universal in favor of peace, 
and yet the State of Mississippi entered into 
the rebellion with as mnch zeal as any 
of the cotton States. By our latest South- 
ern advices we find that the people there 
are still more desponding. A correspondent 
of the Columbia South Carolinian, who is 
described as “one of the ablest citizens of 
Louisiana,” by proposing the best means of 
conducting the war in future, exposes the 
utter hopelessness of the rebel cause. He sug- 
gests an entire change in the military policy, 
and as the Confederate currency is so mudb 
depreciated that it will soon cease to be avail- 
able, he sees but one remedy, which is to issue 
DO more paper money, to divide the whole 
Confederacy into two classes, the combatants 
and the producers; and as, while the war 
lasts, every one must be satisfied with shelter, 
food, and clothing, and nothing else, he main- 
tains that the soldiers and officers, from the 
highest to the lowest, must fight without pay, 
as they need no money when provided with 
necessaries and their families are taken under 
the public care. He advises further that all 
the resources and productions of every farmer 
or planter should be put at the disposal of the 
Confederate Government without pay; that 
everv woman and every child old enough for 
the purpose should be made to woi^ without 
pay; and that Jeff Davis and every drill offi- 
cer and employee should have no pay. In 
fact, be goes the extreme length of proposing 
that it shall be a penal offence to buy or sell 
an} thing; but that food, raiment, shelter, and 
medicine should be secured to every one under 
a parish or county organization, controlled or 
supervised by the Confederate Government. 
By adopting those measures he thinks there 
would be no further increase of the public 
debt, as in fact no currency would be neces- 
fsry for the time being, but every one who 
should have Confederate notes in his pocket 
.would then feel that they are good, and that 
he wonid have something to fall back upon 
w ben peace is declared. 

There certainly was never a more wildly 
utopian scheme suggested, and it seems al- 
most impossible that anything so visionary 
should be devised by a sane man. He would 
resolve civilized society back into its original 
savage elements, and have the Confederate 
government play the rule of Ingomar the 
barbarian, distributing spoils and flocks to 
suit the wants of its followers. The whole 
argument of “one of the ablest citizens of 
Louisiana” would be unworthy of more than 
a passing smile at its bombastic phraseology 
did it not develop the important fact that the 
rebellion confesses itself crippled in finance 
and resources. Is this,' then, not the proper 
time to develop such a “policy of conciliation” 
as can be adopted without detriment to the 
Union cause? Is it not the critical janctnre 
when our Government can magnanimously 
withdraw what it has regarded as necessary 
military measures, but on the policy of which 
the country is widely divided? We do' 
not advise any relaxation of oar efforts 
to crush the rebellion, or to com- 

press it into each narrow limits that it 
will feel more rigidly the necessity of pacifi- 
cation and laying down its arms. But a no- 
ble, generons, and forgiving course might be 
adopted which would command the admira- 
tion of the whole Ghristian world, and extort 
from our “erring brethren” the admission that 
they had done wrong to the motives of those 
who struggled to preserve the Union upon its 
original basis; and that sad experience has 
shown that the guaranties of the Constitution, 
the full enjoyment of life, liberty, and prop- 
erty, and the incalculable blessings of national 
unity, leading to national wealth, honor, and 
prosperity, can be conserved only under the 
government founded by our fathers and en- 
I, joyed by their descendants with unparalleled 
benefits until this sad civil war was com- 
menced. Let such a course be tried, and if 
it shonld fail, then we must fight onr qnar- 
lel out, and wo shall have the consola- 
tion of not having provoked or intensified the 
bitter antagonism. Let ns hope that a true 
perception of the wicked folly of the struggle 
has dawned upon the Confederates, and 
that its searching beams may develop the 
abyss into which they are hastening. Let us 
hold out once more the hand of reconciliation, 
and if it is rejected we shall be blameless ot 
the bloodshed in future. In arresting the 
tavages of war, and in restoring the olive to 
our hearthstones, every merciful and kindly 
interposition will be “twice blessed,” impart- 
ing blessings to those who exert them, and 
to those who are their recipients. Let us be 
the vicegerents of Heaven in the exercise of 
its most holy attribnte, and impress deeply 
upon our hearts the great truth that

Igr* Generals Grant and Rosecrans some 
time since issned orders, that, as the Cod* 
federates bad been driven beyond the Ten- 
nessee river, and from all of Mississippi 
west of the Central Railroad, the most rigor- 
ous penalties wonid be inflicted upon all irreg- 
ular bodies of cavalry not mastered and 
paid by the rebel authorities, upon all con- 
script officers and and all those who aid them, 
and upon all persons detected in firing on un- 
armed transports. This of coarse does not 
embrace prisoners of war who are members of 
legally organized companies, and whose acts 
are in accordance with the usages of civilized 
warfare. Gen. Burnside should extend this 
order to the Department under his command, 
as it wonid tend greatly to prevent the recur- 
rence of bandit raids and bridge-burning par- 
ties. 



ttg- The first special order issned by Adju- 
tsnt General Boyle, after his appointment by 
Governor Bramlette, contained a recommen- 
dation that companies should be immediately 
organized in each county, as a means of self- 
protection against guerilla raids and bandit 
robbers. It is desired that this organization 
should be effected under the amended State 
Guard Law of August 31, 1862. The Adju- 
tant General says as soon as companies are or- 
ganized they will be armed and subject to be 
called out to repel invasion and suppress gue- 
rillas. The importance of this movement is 
signified by the declaration of the order, that 
unless a sufficient number of companies are 
soon formed for the purpose of defence, a draft 
from the Enrolled Militia will be ordered. 
The companies are to be filled as nearly to the 
maximum as possible, and as soon as a com- 
pany is organized under the law, the com- 
manding officer will transmit to the headquar- 
ters at Frankfort a complete roll of the offi- 
cers snd men, when the former will be com- 
missioned, and such orders given as the public 
exigencies demand. 

We have been informed that in some sec- 
tions of the State it is feared that this organ- 
ization will materially interlere with the re- 
cruiting service, but we cannot believe it will 
so operate to any very it^nrious extent, when 
it is understood that voluntary enlistment for 
borne defence will preclude the resort to a 
draft. We took occasion yesterday to repeat 
and enforce onr opinions upon the propriety 
and the necessity of a complete enrolment 
and thorough drill of the State militia. If 
this bad been done over a year since, immedi- 
ately after the State Guard Law was purified 
from the odium which the recreant S. B. 
Buckner bad attached to it, the State would 
have saved an immense amount in its ability 
to suppress the military brigandage which the 
rebels carried on, and we should also have 
been able to render invaluable aid to the U nion 
army in the proteotion of bridges and lines ot 
supply. We are therefore glad to see that the 
chief exeentive officer of the government as 
Commander-ia-Chief has moved so promptly 
in the matter. Gen. Bramlette in his canvass 
dnring last summer promised repeatedly that 
should he be elected he would lead zo the field 
in the emergency of another invasion an ade- 
quate force to repel it. Of course this promise 
was predicated upon the willingness of the 
State militia to perfect their organiz-itioa, and 
it will be a lasting disgrace to our citizen sol- 
diery if it should become necessary to resort 
to a draft in the default of a voluntary enrol- 
ment. 

Let not only our enrolled militia, but those 
of the reserve, act promptly in this matter, 
and nobly second tbe exertions of Governor 
Bramlette and bis Adjutant General to put the 
State in such a position of defence that all ap' 
prehensions of other raids may be dismissed. 
Especially should this be done in onr city and 
county, where such large interests are involved 
in the necessity for adequate protection. Tbe 
campanies which were organized a few months 
since ran easily be reconstructed, enrolled, of- 
ficered, and thoroughly prepared for any ser- 
vice they may be called upon to perform. 

We have already referred to tbe pam- 
phlet published in Paris, supposed to reflect 
tbe sentiments of tbe French Government, in 
which the recognition of tbe Southern Con- 
federacy is urged as the means of impairing 
forever tbe unity of our nation. As an offset 
to this venomous writer, we quote with pleas- 
ure the opinions of the Revue Nationale in 
relation to the policj'of the United States- 
Tbe Revue is a conservative journal. Itsays: 

At the present time the achievements which 
have been completed on the Mississippi, as 
well as those which are abont to take place in 
Europe, make us wish more than ever to see 
this war come to an end. 

It is, in fact, easy to foresee the time, not 
far distant, when the United States of .Amer- 
ica will find themselves embarrassed by an 
excess of force remaining after this powerful 
military effort, which will very soon have 
achieved its victory. In what direction will 
they then throw this surplus? Discerning 
republics have never liked permanent armies, 
nor have they bsen better pleased with such 
neighbors as that which our expedition into 
Mexico has created for the Union. Moreover, 
tbe statesmen ot tbe Union have always ex- 
pressed very forcibly the dislike they have of 
European intermeddlings in the affairs of 
America. They have not feared, even at the 
moment when their situation was most criti- 
cal, to proclaim boldly their opinion in this 
regard, and our proposals of intervention in 
favor of tbe South have not becq pf a nitars 
to make them change it. 

Thus it will result, with inexorable certain- 
ty, that if our occupation be prolonged it will 
lead us straightway into a war with the United 
Stales. It is not for us at this moment to 
treat of such a war, but if the French govern- 
ment intends to sustain it, all its united forces 
will not be too much, and it will be some- 
thing more to prepare for than a campaign in 
Poland. There is still time for it to take ad- 
vice and to think of the future, but that time 
will very soon have passed away. We were 
considered confirmed pessimists when we as- 
serted, at the outset of the expedition, that the 
six thousand Frenchmen of the first corps 
would not suffice to take Mexico; to-day we 
limit ourselves to praying that the summons 
of the United.States may notsnrprise us while 
we are unprepared for it, and at the same time 
engaged in Europe in an adventure, neither 
tbe chances of which nor the subseqnent con- 
sequences can be calculated. 

Although America is still a land of myste- 
ry, the defeat of the South can now be consid- 
ered a settled affair, not because resistance 
has become impossible (for the Confederates 
may make it endure almost indefinitely by 
transferring tbe struggle from the circumfer- 
ence to tbe centre), but because this resistance 
will hereafter be boneless and without end. 
In the new condition to which the irreme- 
diable fall of Vicksburg and Port Hudson bas 
brought them the Confederate States would 
very soon be suppressed, even without being 
attacked, for want of life and the power of 
expansion. The most humane and at the same 
time the most adroit policy counsels the North 
not to abuse her victory, but to spare a blood 
which bas been shed but too much in these 
desperate battles. To attain this end it bas 
but to wait; its enemies will surrender at dis- 
cretion, of their own accord. The feeling 
they will have of their impotence will be 
more efficacions than tbe most severe wounds. 
Tbe late sncccss of the North bas restored to 
the Union the States bordering on the Missis- 
sippi; the others, reduced to their unsupported 
powers, may still continue to defend them- 
selves, but it will be a defence of desperation. 

The Revue closes its article with the follow- 
ing picture of the operations of our free in- 
stitutions regulated by constitutional law and 
the influences of the ballot-box ; 

And, a few months hence, behold the spec- 
tacle that the republic of the United States 
will offer to the world. The man who holds 
between bis bands these formidable forces— 
who has raised more than a million of men, 
wbo bas received taxes for thousands of mil- 
lions of money, who has disposed with a 
sovereign power for several years, of the most 
active, tbe most vivacious and the most 
wealthy people on the face of the earth— th.st 
man will come forward to resign his patriotic 
dictatorship to the people wbo have confided 
it to him, withont having made an effort to 
retain it for a moment longer than it was 
legally bis; he will return into the crowd of 
his fellow-citizens poorer than the day he 
izsned from it, and no one will dream even for 
an instant of being astonished I 0, happy 
land, grand nation, noble examples of the 
purity of its citizens, of honor and of pablic 
virtues. 

We do not venture to hint that the Revue 
bas a bitter sarcasm concealed under this last 
apostrophe which is skilfully directed against 
Louis Napoleon and bis empire of nsurpation 
and force. 

“There never was a time,” the Boston 
Post says truly, “which called for such uuity 
of action on the part of all conservative men 
as tbe present. Tbe Union, the Constitntion, 
and self-government are attacked by seces- 
sionists in tbe South, with arms in their 
hands. The Union, the Constitution, au4 
self-government are attacked by partisan offi- 
cials in the North. Against the one we mast 
use the bullet, against the other we must use 
the ballot. We must oppose these two pow- 
ers by all the legitimate means in our hands, 
if we would save the Union, the Constitution, 
and self-government for the present genera- 
tion and posterity.” Such is the great end to 
be achieved, and such is the true way to 
achieve it. Iq this way let all conservatives 
walk hand in band nnto the glorious goal.

You DOW bold in undisputed possession tbe 
whole of Morris Island, and the city and 
baibor of Charleston lie at the mercy of your 
artillery from the very spot where the first 
shot was fired at your country's flag and the 
rebellion itself was inaugurated. 

To you — the officers and soldiers of this com- 
mand — and to the gallant navy which has co- 
operated with you, are due the thanks of your 
commander and your country. You were call- 
ed upon to encounter untold privations and 
dangers — to undergo unremitting and ex- 
hansting labors — to snstain severe and dls- 
hearteniug reverses. How nobly your patri- 
otism and zeal have responded to the call the 
results of the campaign will show, and your 
commanding General gratefully bears witness.

■ Gen. Burnside. — I t appears from a semi- 
cfficial statement that there is no truth in the 
report that Gen. Burnside recently tendered 
bis resignation in conseqnence of iiersonal 
grievances. He requested, if compatible with 
the public interest, and in view of the comple- 
tion of his campaign in Tennessee, that he be 
peimitted to resign, to attend to his private 
business, which needed his personal attention. 
The President promptly replied, cempliment- 
_ing Gen. Burnside upon his success in Ohio, 
'Kentucky, and Tennessee, and requesting him 
not to resign, but to remain in the field with 
his present command — the Army of the Ohio. 
Gen. Burnside responded, that, if thd public 
service required his presence in the field, he 
would sacrifice his private interest and com- 
ply with tbe President's request. He accord- 
ingly remains in tbe field at tbe bead of hU 
army. — Washington Intelligencer.

'Washington, .Sept. 24. 

Telegraphic information has reached here, 
stating that Richmond papers up to yesterday 
have been receired from General .Meade’s 
front, wherein are many iaterestiog telegrams 
(rom Bragg’s army. They say that in the en- 
gagements of Saturday and Sunday last they 
lost Major-General Hood, of 7'eias, whose leg 
war shot off; and Brigadier-Gmerais William 
Preston Smith, of Tennessee; Wootford, of 
Louisiana; Waltham, of Mississippi, and 
Desher were killed. Major-Generals Wm. 
Preston, of Kenlu?ky ; Cleburne, of Arkansas, 
and Gregg, and Brigadier-Generals Banning, 
David Adams, Baum, Brown, and John Helm 
were wounded. Ben. H, Helm, who is a 
brother-in-law of Mrs. President Lincoln, is a 
Major-General; he may be the one announced 
as killed, if not, the reference must be to 
Brigadier-General John Helm. 

The Richmond Sentinel of yesterday cau- 
tions its readers against receiving the ac- 
counts, so far as received, as proof of entire 
sufcces in that quarter, admitting that the 
baUlej of Saturday and Sunday were not con- 
elusive, though claiming that the advantage 
wan on the rebel side. 

Tbe Richmond Enquirer of the 231 says 
tbe battle commenced eight miles from Ring- 
gold, and ou the 20th Rosecrans’s army was 
driven two miles by a combined charge of the 
co:ps of Gens. D, H. Hill and Polk, the Union 
brlillery fiie beiog the heaviest that lias taken 
place^ iu tie w.tr; also, that on Satu:day, 
Hood’s division, of Longstreet’s corps, made 
an attack and was repulsed. 

A desnatch says that on Sunday the Union 
forces fell back eight miles, and says that the 
rebel loss waa 3,000 killed aud wounded in 
tbe two days’ fight. The proportion cf officers 
was very heavy. It claims that the rebels took 

2.000 [ risoners and seven pieces of artillery on 
Saturday, and lhat a heavy smoke on that 
night indicated that Gen. Rosecraus was 
burning his stores. 

Another despatch on Sunday night says 
that a combined attack by Generals Hill and 
Lengstreet was to be made on iIon(*ay. 

A despatch from Atlanta, dated Ringgold 
this morning, reports that 4.000 Union prison- 
eis have been taken, and thirty pieces of 
artillery, aud tbe rebels are in pursuit. It alto 
claims a complete Confederate victory, with a 
large capture of artillery and colors, though 
admitting a heavy loss of officers and men. 

An Atlanta despatch of the 22d says that 
a'l of Rosecrans’s army was engaged; that 
Helm, of Kentucky, was killed; th.at Hood 
was mortally wounded, and that .Major Rich- 
mond, of Polk’s staff, was killed. The des- 
patch further says that on Saturday night 
Generals Hill and Longatreet m.ade a com- 
bined attack and took 6,000 prisoners. It 
add.«, as a prophecy, that they will drive 
Ro.sfcrans from the Missionary Ridge. 

Governor Isbam Harris, of Tennessee, in 
bis despatches to the Appeal dated Sunday 
night, says that the two days’ fighting had not 
had a definite result, and that Generals J. C. 
Brown, Hood, Gregg, Daniel Adams, and 
John Helm were wounded and disabled, and 
that the rebels had captured 2,500 prisoners 
and from twenty-five to thirty pieces of ar- 
tillery. 

On . Monday Governor Harris telegraphed 
that tbe Confederate victory was complete. 
He adds: It is reported that we have taken 

5.000 prisoners, and we expect twenty more 
pieces of artiliery to be brought in. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 24. 

Mr. Shanks, the correspondent of the New 
'Tork Herald, has arrived hero from the battle- 
field of Chattanooga, where he witnessed the 
two days’ fighting. He says that the official 
reports of the bailie from VVashington are in 
the main totally false, and that really the army 
of the Cumberland has met with a defeat 
which must put them upon the defensive for 
some time to come. Thomas's corps was 
really the only one which did any fighting on 
tbe first day. It defeated Longstreet, with 
horrible slaughter, driving him iu great confu- 
sion over a mile, across the Chickamanga river. 
Longatreet, in two hours’ fighting, lo3t one 
thousand men killed, and double that qumber 
wounded. 

McCook’s and Crittenden’s corps, ou the 
same day, were both badly beaten, and the 
enemy broke the centre, d:iving Crittenden's 
corps in every direction. The defeat of this 
pan of the line caused Thomas to abandon his 
part of the field and tall back to protect his 
flank and re-estahlish his line at the same 
time. The enemy, not knowing what ho had 
accidentally accomplished, failed to pursue his 
advantage, and Wood and Negley went in the 
centre and re-established that part of the line. 

The day was ours, though the enemy held 
the field. We had taken three pieces of artil- 
lery more than we had lost. On the first day 
Thomas had defeated Longstreet; on the sec- 
ond he saved the army of Rosecrans from an- 
nihilation. From 10 to 12 o’clock on Sunday 
he fonght tbe enemy and repulsed him in three 
charges, when, finding assault in vain, the en- 
emy pushed forward on the right and centre, 
and, at the first charge, broke Crittenden's 
and McCook’s lines, aud routed their entire 
commands, driving them in disgraceful panic 
into Rossville and Chattanooga. Thomas, 
with his corps, still contested the day, and was 
enabled, by the timely reinforcement of Gran- 
ger, to bold his position until nigbtfal!,;caver- 
ed his retreat to Rossville. 

Mr. Shanks left the field at 7 P. M., and 
Cl altanooga at noon on Monday. Rosecrans 
was falling back on Chattanooga, where he 
was perfectly safe from all Bragg could do, his 
lines of communication being perfectly secur- 
ed. He bad plenty of ammunition and provis- 
ions in Chattanooga to stand a month’s siege. 

The result is virtually a defeat to us, as we 
hare lost tremendously in material, not less 
thun fifty pieces of artillery falling into tbe 
bunds of ihe enemy, though Bragg only re- 
ceipts for twenty. 

Tbe rebel loss in killed and wounded will 
exceed our own. In killed he has lost double 
our number. 

Rosecrans is in no danger, but, at the time 
Mr. S. leR for Chattanooga, the danger to G^n. 
Burnside was very imminent. 

Washinofon, Sopt. 24. 

Advices received by the Government to-diy 
from tbe Army of tbe Cumberland, are to tbe 
i effect that our wounded in the lata three days’ 
battle before Chattanooga have been conveyed 
to hospitals at Stevenson and Bridgeport, in 
Alabama, aud tbeiice taken to Nashville as 
fast as they are physically able to be removed. 
The number of wounded recovered from the 
field is not officially stated, nor whether any 
are now in tbe hands of the enemy. 

The Government has received o&cial infor- 
mation from Com. Bell of the repulse of our 
forces under Gen. Franklin, sent to effect a 
landing at Sabine Pass, and the capture by 
tbe rebels of the gunboats Clifton and Sachem, 
with their officers and most of their crews. 

Biebmond papers of the 22d have been re- 
ceived. 

The Enqu'rer, in a leader headed, “Victory 
in Georgia,” says that Charleston and Chatta- 
nooga are the only points where tbe enemy 
present the least apf^arance ol a fight. De- 
feated at Chattanooga and driven back on 
Nashville, tbe Vallandigham men would carry 
the election in Ohio next Monday with little 
difficulty, and the peace men in the United 
States would once more assert their manhood 
and speak out ns they did before the late dis- 
asters bad choked their utterance. But ills 
not among the peace men of the United Stages 
that a victory at Chattanooga would most tell 
npon the people. 

Here at home its effect will be the greatest. 
It will reanimate our people, but the army 
needs but little reanimalion. The people have 
not experienced tbe hardships that the army 
has, and they are more easily made despond- 
ent. The army never despairs of the Repub- 
lic becoming itself able to bear its fortunes 
and its misfortunes also, bat some of the peo- 
ple are so busy discussing the probability of 
financial bankruptcy that the people overcome 
them. A victory ia wanted by the currency. 

Niw York, Sept. 24. 

Admiral Farragut bad a reception at tbe 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Reports from Newbern say that the rebel 
troops are massed in considerable numbers 
near our position, and our forces are ready for 
them if they advance, and General Poster’s 
arrangements are such as to inspire confidence. 

A Cairo despatch cf tbe 21st gives a report 
that Price’s army is reduced to 800 men, and 
ia fleeing before our cavalry toward Texas. 
Tbe report says the number of rebels surren- 
dered to Gen. Steele will amount to 7,000 or 
8,000, This is proba'nly exargerated. 

A W ashing spec'al to the Post s.vys that the 
delegation from Missouri is now on the way 
to Washington to protest against the policy 
p ursued by General Schofield. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kentucky, member of 
Congress from the Casey District, has arrived. 
He will give Ihe war piolicy of the Adminis- 
tration bis hearty support. 

Official advices from General Rosecrans to- 
day state that there are no indications of an- 
other ^ttle. The rebel losses on Saturday 
and Monday were tremendous.

WAsniNOTON, Sept 24. 

A letter from the headquarters of the army 
of the Potomac, received to-day, says Gener.-it 
Buford, with a portion of his division, drove 
the rebel pickets, on Tuesday, through Madi- 
son C. n. Three miles beyond he encoun- 
tered a strong body of the enemy’s cavalry, 
and after a spirited fight he forced them 
across the Rapid Ann. at a point where the 
Gordonsville jiike reaches the river. This ac- 
tion reflects the highest credit on all the 
troops engaged. 

t iur casualties were one killed and twenty 
wounded. We took forty-five prisoners, 
amoeg them Lieut.-Col. Delany, of Cobb’s 
Georgia Legion, Lieut.

This position was maintained 
yesterday, and, under the circumstances, if 
our informants are not mistaken, it is almost 
impossible to see how the two armies can keep 
from fighting.

King, and Queen 
coiinticF, meditating a raid upon the railroad. 

The new8pa|>er despatch, dated Lynchburg, 
Sept. 21st, pays the enemy, 1,300 strong, en- 
tered Bristol, near the State line, meeting with 
but feeble resistace, and destroying a new 
oommiesary building, with one huoired bir- 
re's cf flour and other stores. Three miles 
north of Bristol they tore up the rails, burned 
the bridge, and then returned. 



News FROM the South. — A correspondent 
of the New York World writes from Mem- 
phis, Tenn., as follows; 

I have had the pleasure of conversing with 
two gentlemen who have recently come with- 
in our lines from the States of Alabama and 
Southern Mississippi. The picture they give 
of afl'airs is not flattering to the prospects of 
the South. They give such circumstantial 
evidence cf the dissatisfaction which exists as 
to entitle their expressions to more than ordi- 
nary credence. The existence of the disturb- 
ance sat Mobile, which have been over-dignified 
by the name of “Bread or Peace Riots.” is 
confirmed, and an appeal in the Register of 
the Gib, which I saw, corroborates the state- 
ment. A serious controversy has lately sprung 
up coyteerning the currency. • Quotations of 
gold are omitted from the papers. Large 
transactions are being made iu real estate, the 
people being anxious to hold anything rather 
than the treasury spavrn. Cotton, sugar, and 
bacon show large and alarming advances in 
price. Debtors are crowding in with the 
“currency,” which creditors are loth to re- 
ceive. but dare not refuse for fear of the law 
and proscription. 

At Selma, Alabama, where the note of war 
has always sounded like a mere echo, they are 
beginning to feel insecure. My informant 
pays there are not many troops at Mobile, but 
Pemberton has several thousand negroes at 
wotk digging rifle-pits, and earth-works. 
Johnston has been removed!, having gone to 
Atlanta to command in place of Bragg, but 
laii r reports sny that ho has been called to 
Richmond to take command of the Army of 
Virginia. I saw a despatch to tbe Register 
by tie Southern Associated Press (which is 
considered semi-official), alluding to him as 
Commandcr-in-Chief. This, indeed, would 
indicate that Lee had retired, thus confirming 
the reports about the differences between Lee 
and Davis. Anyway the enemy seems to be 
in as bad a plight about commandets aa we 
wire some mon'hssince. Generally, I am in- 
formed, it looks as if the end were near. The 
desperate game of the South is apparent to 
all, end, as is generally the case with a certain 
class, the more hopelessly they became io- 
vulved in ruin tbe more they swear they are 
not. How far this alarm may spread, which 
is now almost a panic, we know not, but may 
indorse tbe opinion I beard, that, if the Gov- 
erninent will but exert itself at this juncture, 
tbe whole fabric ol treason will come toppling 
down with a rush. 



Intebestiso from the Rapid Ann.— We 
learn that Gen. Lee’s army, or a portion of it, 
was in line of battle near the Rapid Ann yes- 
terday (Tuesday, 15:h), the enemy having ad- 
vanced to the Rapid Ann in force. There was 
seme skirmishing between the pickets, but 
tbe enemy having suspended his forward 
movement, there was no serious collision be- 
tween the opposing forces. 

The Yankees crossed tbe Rappah.annock on 
the night cf the 12th inst , in strong force, with 
three corps of infantry, five brigades of cav- 
alry, and six or eight batteries of artillery — in 
all about 15, COO or 20,000 men. Their advance 
was very rapid, but not unexpected. They 
have taken about fifty or seventy-five i>ri8un- 
ers and three pieces of artillery. Our men 
fought gallantly, disputing every inch of 
ground to Mitcbell'a Station, on tbe Orange 
acd Alexandria Railroad, four miles this side 
of Culpepper. Our loss is represented to be 
about 150 killed, wounded, and mi°sing. 

A spiiited fight took place on Monday at 
Raccoon Foid, in which the 6th Virginia cav- 
alry repeatedly charged and drove the Yan- 
kees back. Their loss was fifty or sixty killed 
and wounded. Our loss only four or fire. 
The repeated efforts of the enemy to gain the 
river were foiled and we now bold possession 
of the ford. Among the rumors by tbe traiu 
on Tuesday was one to the elfeet that a p.vrty 
of Stuart’s ordnance train had been captured 
between Robertson and Rapid Ann rivers. 

It is believed that the demonstration on the 
Upper tlappahannock is merely a feint to 
cover other movements — probably an advance 
via Fredericksbarg — to meet which ample 
preparations have been made; but it is more 
frobable that this msvement is only a “recon- 
Dcissance in force” to ascertain the position and 
probable strength of Gen. L’e’s army.

The Late Kro.st.— T he late frost, amid Its 
terrible devastation^ has demonstrated one 
fact which will prove of marked importance 
to our Western larmers, and perhaps work 
something of a revolution, in the par ial sub- 
stitution of one staple for another, and that is, 
that Chinese sugar-cane is harder than In- 
dian corn. Our information from va-iot-s 
parts of the district of country recently vitit d 
by tbe frost is to the effect, that, while the 
crop of Indian corn haa been severely injured 
or almost entirely destroyed, the crop of Chi- 
nese sugar-cane has suffered little or nothing 
from tbe same cause, and that lor bog and 
cattle-feeding purposes, it has suffered nothing 
at all. Our readers will recollect, that, at tbe 
general Sorghum Convention held in Rjck- 
ford last December, the fact was certainly es- 
tablished, by the concurrent testimony of sev- 
eral intelligent and well-known sorghum cul- 
tivators, that for hog and caltle- atteniog pur- 
poses, there was nothing like the juice of the 
sugar-cane. It was there assumed, and the as- 
sumption vindicated by concurrent testimony, 
that two gallons of cane juice were fully equal 
in fattening properties to one bushel of corn, 
and that a good acre of cane would produce 
from eight hundred to one thousand gallons 
of juice; and also that the pork product from 
the cane juice was even superior to that from 
the corn. If this fact can be further estab- 
lished — and we believe it — we see no reason to 
doubt that in a very few years Chinese sugar- 
cane and Indian corn will he produced in 
about equal qualities in the West — the former 
for sugar and syrup making and hog and cat- 
tie feeding, ard” the latter for man’s consump- 
tion. There is a wide field opened for inves- 
tigation here, and we want to see our Western 
farmers take hold of the matter in earnest.

The LouwwUe * Naahville Railroad being 
unable to obiwa sufficient labor io supply 
the road with the quantity of firewood re- 
■air^ to do gorernment business, it becomes 
necessary to impress five hundred (500) ne- 
groes from the negro population *f the 
counties through which the road passes, and 
in which the firewood is required. By di- 
rection of Department Headquarters, the dr^ 
ii to be made in the same manner ns directs 
by General Orders No. 41, from these head- 
quarters of August 10th. The commander of 
wo poet at RusseUrille will impress the ne- 
groes in Logan and Todd counti^ and 
We commander of the post at Bowhn^reen 
will impress the negroes 
and Simpson conntiee. The command- 
er of the post at MunfordTiUe will im- 
nress the negroes in Hart. Barren, and 
Hardin counties, and they are hereby charged 
with the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform the commanders of said posts of the 
quantity of wood required in each locality, 
and the number of men and teams requirM 
to get ont the same. The men and teams im- 
pressed shall be placed in charge of the rail- 
road company, who shall pay the owners of 
the same a reasonable compensation for the 
services rendered. Upon the proper certificate 
of the railroad company’s officer exemption 
shall be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with firewood, also to those who may 
prefer to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company tor the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month 
one negro shall be exempted. Negroes im- 
pressed under this order shall also be exempt- 
ed from work on military railroads in other 
parts of the Stat^ for which a draft will be 
made bereafler. 'The railroad company shall 
have the right to use any wood along the line 
of the railroad by paying to the owners ther^ 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefferson, and Lieut Col. J. N. 
Stiles, 63d Indiana volnnteers, commanding 
at Shepherdsville, is charged with the execu- 
tion of it in those counties.
